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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Basic Instinct 2: Uncut Version is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The DVD contains a feature which is said to be the "uncut" version of a 35mm film previously 
examined and classified by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. The film version 
(OFLC No. 600705) was classified as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years", with the descriptive note "Contains 
violence, offensive language and sex scenes ", This decision was registered on 29 March 2006. 

The DVD version of the feature is approximately 5 minutes longer than the film version. Any 
difference in the main feature is imperceptible and the difference in time can at least in part be put 
down to the inclusion of production/distribution notes before the feature itself and a replaying of 
the opening sequences of the feature with no accompanying sound or text following the feature's 
closing credits. 

There are no other additional components and there are no grounds to alter the classification from 
that given to the original publication. 
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
